Four brand newbuses with 
the Town's logo have been 
ordered for the town's tran¬ 
sit service set to begin April 
2 with a one-way fare that 
will connect riders to the 
Old Town, Virgil and 
Glendale. 

The route for Niagara-on- 
the-Lake's new transit sys¬ 
tem was set on the council¬ 
lors’ table during Monday's 
committee-of-the-whole 
meeting, but they agreed 
there are still a few ques¬ 
tions left to answer—such as 
how to communicate the 
new route to the public and

Ewald Kuczera, director 
of public works, says dealing 
with Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Transit, the company run¬ 
ning the service for the town, 
has been "the best of nego¬ 
tiations. 

"We are very excited about 
offering this service to resi¬ 
dents and things have come 
together quickly." 

Kuczera says he hopes to 
iron out any details during 
Monday's council meeting. 

As die service begins, 
Kuczera says there may be a 
few bumps in the road along 
the way, but the Town will 
keep a close eye on the ser- 

The Town has asked that 
NOTL Transit provide week¬ 
ly reports of ridership data. 

There will also bean online 
forum for riders to leave 
feedback about the service 
along with a phone number 
for comments. 

Transit services will be 
offered Monday to Saturday, 
except for statutory holi- 

Buses will run from 7:25 
a.m. to 6:45 p.m. 

From October to May 
buses the conventional route 
will run from the Court 
House in the Old Town 
through Virgil to Niagara 


mg landmarks such as the 
Pillar and Post, the Royal 
Canadian Legion and the 
Gate House in the Old 
Town. 

From mid-May to October, 
the service will change 
slightly to accommodate 
tourist traffic. The service 
will begin and end at the 
community centre where it 
will connect for transfers to 
the Heritage Shuttle, except 
for the first two runs in the 
morning and the last run in 
the evening when buses will 
go to the Court House. 

During the tourist season 
the Heritage Shuttle will 
consist of one bus doing a 
loop through the Old Town, 
beginning and ending at the 
community centre, with a 
stop at Fort George. 

Outside the tourist season, 
the Heritage Shuttle will pro¬ 
vide service between Fort 
George and the Court 

Riders can travel one-way 
for $3. Children under the 
age of 12 must be accompa¬ 
nied by an adult. Children 
under five will ride for free. 

Until the Town has the 
opportunity to explore other 
methods of payment such as 
tickets and bus passes, rid¬ 


ers will be expected to use 
an exact cash fare box. 

Curb-to-curb service will 
be provided to people with 
accessibility problems. 

Riders who use this extra 
service will pay the same fee 
as riders who are able to use 
the regular service, says 
Kuczera. 

The public works director 
says the new service might 
not be convenient for every¬ 
one, but it's a start. 

As the service grows and 
more residents begin using 
it, it may expand with more 
routes, says Kuczera. 

The Community Shuttle, 
which is also operated by 
NOTL Transit, will continue 
to provide curbside service 
to seniors until April. 

"Itismyunderstandingthe 
Community Shuttle will go 
at least until the beginning 
of the conventional transit 
service." 

The expected net cost to 
the Town for the first year of 
transit service is $350,444. 

Town staff hope to offset 
costs through rebates from 
the provincial gas tax fund. 

Kuczera says it's possible 
the transit service could 
receive funding from Niagara 
College which would help 
offset costs and allow stu¬ 
dents to travel to NOTL at no 
cost to them when they show 


their student card with a 
current u-pass sticker. 

"It has been suggested to 
us the college could contrib¬ 
ute and their students would 
be allowed to use their pass¬ 
es to travel onto our system." 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke says 
he has been making enqui¬ 
ries at the region, working 
toward a connection at the 
Glendale campus of Niagara 
College to the regional ser- 

Regional council has been 
discussing the three-year- 
pilot project, which so far is 
falling short of predictions 
for ridership and revenue. 

Once NOTL's internal sys¬ 
tem is up and running 
smoothly, says Eke, he hopes 
to be able to connect with 
that system, providing one 
more avenue of transporta¬ 
tion for residents. 

Fort Erie and Port 
Colbome now have arrange¬ 
ments similar to what he 
hopes to see in NOTL, and 
he will be looking at their 
transit agreements to see if 
there is a model he can fol- 

"I want to be understand 
how we can have an equal 
opportunity," he said. 

That not only benefits 
NOTL, it could help boost 
ridership numbers for the 
regional system, he said.

Although he says he has 
never been personally affect¬ 
ed by heart problems, 
Derbyshire says canvassing 
for die Heart and Stroke 
Foundation is important 
because it can affect anyone 
at anytime. 

“I can’t think of anyone in 
my family who has used the 
services from the foundation, 
but I know people who have. 
The Heart and Stroke 
Foundation, I think, is one of 
the more important causes 
out there. It’s a good charity 
and most of the money raised 
goes directly toward research. 
As long as I am able to, I will 
be ready to go out and do 
what is best to help support 
heart research.” 

Mansfield became inter¬ 
ested in volunteering for the 
foundation 50 years ago when 
he was an administrative 
assistant for the City of St. 
Catharines. He has since 
served various roles within 
the foundation and he has 
been canvassing in NOTL 
since he moved to the com¬ 
munity in 1985. 

Representing the mayor at 
a meeting of what was then 
called the Ontario Heart 
Foundation, Mansfield was 
intrigued to hear the guest 
speaker, a doctor, talk about 
the development of the first 
pacemaker. 

The doctor explained how 
the pace maker was devel¬ 
oped, says Mansfield, ■ 
and at that time was 
large machine worn in a 
pouch on the hip with a 
wire which went up 
through the belly button 
to the heart He has since 
watched it evolve into a 
machine which was 
much smaller and more 
conveniant. 

Both Mansfield and 
Derbyshire say collect¬ 
ing donations in 
February is difficult 
because the weather is 
not ideal for walking 
door-to-door. But the 
pair says greeting people 
and sharing information 
about the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation 
makes it all worthwhile. 

It’s important to create 
awareness about heart 
disease and other heart- 
related problems 
because it affects the 
young and the old, says 
Mansfield. 


"Heart disease is the big¬ 
gest killer for women and it’s 
certainly a big killer for men. 
And it's becoming an issue 
today for kids." 

The volunteer, who has 
been personally touched by 
heart disease—he has had 
two stents implanted and his 
wife underwent bypass sur¬ 
gery a few years ago—says 
most people he meets are 
happy to invite him in to chat 
about heart disease and to 
learn about the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation. 

Tve been doing this for 
many years and people know 
me. When I knock, people 
come to the door and they say 
they have been waiting for

Residents of Shaw’s 
Lane, a townhouse devel¬ 
opment off King Street in 
the Old Town, are now wit¬ 
nessing the devastation 
they tried unsuccessfully to 
prevent, but won’t give up, 
hoping to ward off more of 
the same on other Old Town 
lots. 

David Hemmings is the 
president of the Shaw’s 
Lane owners association, 
but the group of residents 
includes property owners 
on King, Anne and Simcoe 
Streets who share concern 
for trees mmodate the 18 
townhouses of the 
Evergreen Estate subdivi- 


The subdivision was 
approved in 2006, but was 
back before town council 
last fall because a new 
owner, getting set to build, 
was asking for amendments 
that would allow taller 
buildings and more lot cov¬ 
erage. 

The main concern for 
Shaw's Lane residents was a 
row of evergreens that 
would have provided some 
privacy and green space 
between the row of back-to- 
back townhouses that will 
be created. 

But having failed to 
accomplish their goal of 
saving the trees, they are 
hoping to convince the 
Town it should have a tree 
bylaw that would require 
developers to provide bet¬ 
ter coverage between sub¬ 
divisions. Other growing 
municipalities have had 
such bylaws for decades, 
says Hemmings. 

Town planner Barb 
Wiens says the only policy 
NOTL must follow is a 
regional tree bylaw that sets 
guidelines for cutting wood- 


lots, and has no impact on 
residential lots such as the 
King Street development. 

In that case, an approved 
plan for grading and drain¬ 
age, the road placement 
and the proximity of the 
basements meant trees had 
to come out, said town 
planner Barb Wiens. A 
request from residents for a 
landscaping berm between 
subdivisions was turned 
down—it would have inter¬ 
fered with the servicing 
plan, and would have taken 
up part of the rear yards of 
the new townhouses, she 

The developer has sub¬ 
mitted a landscaping plan 
which includes more than 
the town calls for—in addi¬ 
tion to trees along the front 
of the lots that are required 
by the town, the developer 
has indicated he will have 
two trees planted in each 
back yard, suggesting a mix 
of cedar, Cyprus and orna¬ 
mental pear. 

That’s an unusual step 
for a developer to take, said 
Wiens—backyard landscap¬ 
ing is usually left up to new 


homeowners. 

“In an effort to come up 
with a compromise for 
neighbours, he's planting 
trees over and above what 
the Town requires,” says 
Wiens. 

“It’s not exacdy what was 
there, it will be different, 
but it’s a nice selection of 
trees that will provide vari¬ 
ety and interest, and some 
privacy." 

While the trees will not 
be a “row of soldiers” along 
the fencing, as the Shaw’s 
Lane residents desire, 
"there will be a number of 
trees along the property 
line, and some further into 
the rear yard." 

And while they won’t 
provide the privacy of 
mature trees immediately, 
they are trees that will grow, 
some to 25 feet and others 
to 45 feet, she says. 

The big issue, says 
Hemmings, for his neigh¬ 
bourhood and subdivisions 
of the future, is the lack of 
town control. 

“That’s a shame. In fact 
it’s more than a shame, it's 


As each subdivision 
grows, NOTL loses more of 
its green space, he says. 

"Green space doesn’t 
have to be open fields, it 
can be a border of green 


trees. What we'd really like 
to see is a line of evergreens 
along the fence line, 10 feet 
high and a metre apart. 
Then all of this would have 
gone away.”

We can all help 'make death wait' 


The Heart and Stroke Foundation is 
not pulling any punches with its current 
campaign—we have all seen the com¬ 
mercials that show ordinary folk of all 
ages, at work or play, being stalked by 
death. 

The message: support the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation and Make Death 
Wait. 

The commercials are creating contro¬ 
versy and making some viewers uncom¬ 
fortable. None of us wants to be bom¬ 
barded with images of death hunting us 
or those we love. But the commercials 
force us to recognize how easily it could 
be one of us next. 

In 2010, the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation tells us, it invested almost 


$60 million in research, funding 1,500 
researchers across the country. Since 
1956, the Foundation has contributed 
more than $1.3 billion to research. 

Since 1952, the cardiovascular death 
rate in Canada has declined by more 
than 75 per cent, and nearly 40 per cent 
in the last decade alone - largely due to 
research advances in surgical proce¬ 
dures, drug therapies and prevention 
efforts. The goal of the unsetding Make 
Death Wait campaign is to reduce deaths 
from cardiovascular disease by another 
25 per cent by 2020. 

That won't happen without our help. 
Remember, when a volunteer comes 
knocking at your door—we can all help 
Make Death Wait.

Tragedy on rural Ontario road a wake-up call for safety of migrant workers 


We've put off the 
discussion of 
road safety for 
farm workers 
too long 


For years—at least the 
last two decades—the 
safety of our migrant 
workers has been a regu¬ 
lar topic of discussion 
around the NOTL 
Community Policing 
table. 

One of the very first ini¬ 
tiatives of our community 
policing committee more 
than 20 years ago was the 
bike rodeo, held every 
May on the grounds of the 
Virgil arena, to teach bicy¬ 
cle safety to our migrant 
workers. 

In those days most of 
the farm workers came to 
us through the offshore 
worker program from 
Jamaica. The used bikes 
they would pick up when 
they arrived would be

their main source of trans¬ 
portation around town, 
but our culture, our traffic 
and our rules of the road 
were so different, their 
safety was a concern. 

I don't think teens can 
learn to drive in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake without hav¬ 
ing it drilled into them by 
their parents that during 
the agricultural season, 
we must watch for bicy¬ 
cles—we are all so afraid 
of hitting one of our farm 
workers on a dark country 

Since then, community 


policing members have 
made sure the workers 
have reflector tape or 
lights on their bikes, that 
their bikes are in good 
working order and that 
they understand our 
rules. 

But although it is often 
a topic of discussion at 
community policing meet¬ 
ings, we haven't made the 
same leaps and bounds 
when it comes to migrant 
workers' safety when trav¬ 
elling in farm vehicles. 

So it's quite likely that 
most of us, when hearing 
of the tragic collision that 
took the lives of 10 migrant 
workers in Hampstead, 
near Stratford, thought it 
could just as easily have 
happened here. 

We've all seen flatbeds 
and converted vans and 
trucks loaded with farm 
workers travelling on our 
rural roads, so vulnerable 
that it's a miracle we 
haven't had a similar trag¬ 
edy occur here. 

We know farm vehicles 


don't have the same safety 
requirements. We know 
farm workers don't always 
wear seat belts. And we 
now have thousands of 
farmworkers, mostly from 
Mexico, some still from 
Jamaica, who are trans¬ 
ported regularly in unsafe 
conditions on our roads. 

Without them, our agri¬ 
cultural industry would 
suffer severe economic 
consequences. 

And without them, the 
families they have left 
behind to come here 
would suffer much more 
than that, robbed of their 
breadwinners in countries 
where poverty is the 

If we're going to bring 
them to our country to 
work, we have a responsi¬ 
bility to send them home 
safety. 

Their well-being on our 
roads should be every bit 
as important as that of our 
fathers, mothers and chil- 

It shouldn't take a trag¬ 


edy such as the one this 
week to have us discuss¬ 
ing road safety. 

It is likely there will be 
an inquest into the colli¬ 
sion that just occurred, 
and we should be watch¬ 
ing to see if there are rec¬ 
ommendations to come 
out of that. 

Meanwhile, as our 
migrant workers begin to 
arrive in Niagara, we must 
begin again the dialogue 
about their road safety, 
but we need to do more 
than talk. 

The Niagara Regional 
Police, the Ministry of 
Transportation, the local 
community policing com¬ 
mittee, the farmers and of 
course the workers them¬ 
selves all have a role to 
play, as does the workers' 
alliance and the offshore 
workers program.

There's no reason we 
can't use Road Watch 
forms when we see farm

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Residents worried about drainage, traffic problems caused by development

John Williams, president 
of the Oak Meadows Estates 
Residents, was one of 12 
people to speak out against 
the Bradfield Estates, a 
development of 33 single¬ 
family homes and 20 town- 
houses on Line 2 Road. 

Wiliams says he has 
concerns about drainage 
issues, property values, 
setbacks, traffic issues and 
lack of parking in the pro¬ 
posed development. 

After attending the pub¬ 
lic meeting, he says he's 
not sure about other neigh¬ 
bours, but he isn't satisfied 
with the development. 

"We're going into the 
unknown and it's creating 
problems." 


The OMERA president 
says, even after attending 
the meeting, he still isn't 
sure what the new subdivi¬ 
sion will look like when it's 
built. 

He and his wife decided 
to retire to the community 
for its unique atmosphere- 
something he is afraid 
might be lost if Bradfield 
Estates goes ahead as 
planned. 

"We liked the area of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
because it was a wide-open 
urban space. It wasn't filled 
with rows and rows of 
houses." 

The original plan called 
for 28 single detached 
homes and 31 townhous- 

But the scale of the 
development was reduced 
in response to concerns 


about the density from 
neighbouring residents, 
said Tom Richardson, who 
spoke on behalf of the 
developer, Bice Builders. 

To the south of the 
development is the Oak 
Meadows subdivision and 
to the east of the property 
is Crossroads Elementary 
School. 

Mike Galloway, chief 
administrative officer, says 
a stormwater management 
pond will eventually be 
built on the northwest cor¬ 
ner of the property. 

Until then, a temporary 
system will be built on the 
west side of the property to 
guide water away from the 
subdivision into the town's 
sewer system. 

Galloway says the per¬ 
manent system will be 
installed as part of a mas¬ 


ter plan of development in 
Virgil. 

Oak Meadows resident 
Steven Hidvary is one of 
the homeowners who told 
councillors he has had 
issues with water in his 
backyard. 

"The back part of my 
property is damp in the 
spring. I'm worried about 
my backyard floating away 
if there isn't proper drain¬ 
age for the new subdivi- 

Richardson addressed 
concerns about Bradfield 
Estates affecting property 

He said the new family 
homes and town houses 
will range in price from 
$325,000 to $400,000 which 
are “are comparable to the 
surrounding residential 


But Williams says the 
homes in Oak Meadows 
range in price from 
$325,000 to $500,000, 
which is significantly high- 

Jennifer Vida, planning 
consultant, said the devel¬ 
opers have “been sensi¬ 
tive” to residents by 
increasing backyard set 
backs to increase space 
between properties. 

To address the issue of 
parking, each home will 
have a double driveway to 
allow for two cars as well as 
two-car garages. 

The planning consultant 
added a traffic study was 
completed in 2004 when 
the Oak Meadows subdivi¬ 
sion was under construc¬ 
tion and the study took 
future development into 
consideration. 


Williams says traffic is 
still an issue because of the 
school—parents will drop 
their children off at the 
school's rear entrance on 
Line 2 Road. 

Williams worries tour¬ 
ists visiting NOTL in the 
summer may turn into the 
subdivision as a short cut 
to escape busy traffic on 
Niagara Stone Road. 

Councillor Dennis Dick 
said the issue of storm 
water management still 
raises many question. 

"We're not engineers 
here. I think a storm water 
management 101 course 
would help." 

Councillors agreed 
more information is need¬ 
ed before they can make an 
informed decision to 
approve the development 
at council Monday.

Are you into social net¬ 
working, twitter and text 
messaging?

The Niagara Historical 
Society and Museum needs 
help transcribing interviews 


with local community mem¬ 
bers about their experiences 
growing up in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

Heather George of the 
Niagara Historical Museum 
is working on an oral history 
exhibit and collection, and 
has enlisted the help of vol¬ 
unteers to interview com¬ 
munity members to talk 
about their memories of the

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Caregiver stays positive, relies on family

When he made the prom¬ 
ise to care for his wife for 
better or for worse, Joel Press 
didn’t know his wife would 
one day be diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

Joel has been married to 
Ruth—the love of his life— 
for 54 years and says he will 
continue to provide in-home 
care for her as long as he is 
physically able. 

But it’s not always easy. 

Alzheimer’s is a degener¬ 
ative disease that destroys 
brain cells. It’s not a normal 
part of aging and there are 
many symptoms. 

There is no way to stop 
the progression of the dis¬ 
ease, but research is improv¬ 
ing the way people live with 
Alzheimer’s. 

January was National 
Alzheimer’s Awareness 
Month and the Alzheimer’s 
Society held programs to 
raise funds for research. But 
one month out of the year 


dedicated to fighting the dis¬ 
ease and creating awareness 
is not enough, says Press. 

“I’m supportive of what 
the Alzheimer’s Society does. 
You can raise all the money 
in the world but if people 
aren't aware of Alzheimer’s, it 
won’t make any difference." 

Press moved to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake five years ago 
with his wife and he began 
to be actively involved in the 
community by volunteering 
for various organizations. 

“Ruth was my gorgeous 
assistant. She would keep me 
organized and make all of 
the important phone calls.” 

But Press began to notice 
his wife forgetting things. 

At first, he would cover 
for Ruth when she was 
unable to answer questions, 
but he realized it was becom¬ 
ing too frequent. A trip to 
the family doctor revealed 
Ruth suffers from 
Alzheimer's—the doctor 
started asking her questions, 
and Joel couldn't answer for 
her. 


Press says his wife loved 
to read and sing in her 
church. Ruth was also known 
for her ability to remember 
the smallest details. 

“Ruth had the best mem¬ 
ory of anyone in the family," 
said Press. "We could be 
walking in the parking lot of 
a mall and she'd recognize a 
friend’s car and licence plat¬ 
er number." 

Press says sometimes 
when he looks at his wife, he 
can still see his friend and 
his life-long partner. 

“There are flashes where 
she is herself again but there 
aren’t too many of those 
moments anymore. They are 


Press cares for his wife 
most of the time, but he is 
given about seven hours a 
week relief. A caregiver 
comes to look after Ruth for 
a few hours a few times a 
week while Press can attend 
doctors appointments or 
Just grab a coffee. 

“It helps and it benefits 
Ruth to because she has 


made friends with her care- 

When a friend, or caregiv¬ 
er comes to visit and spend 
time with Ruth it makes a big 
difference. 

"Just sitting and having a 
cup of tea with Ruth makes 
her smile. It makes all the 
difference.” 

Press says he relies on his 
children for emotional sup¬ 
port and the one-on-one 
support he’s received from 
Cathy Butryn, a family sup¬ 
port counsellor with the 
Alzheimer’s Society. 

"I've had great success 
with Cathy Butryn. I go to 
her for advice. I was looking 
for coping skills and she 
helped me a lot. I’ve tried 
this and I’ve tried that, but 
speaking one-on-one with 
Cathy has been a great 
help.” 

Butryn says the 
Alzheimer's Society offers 
many different programs for 
patients suffering from the 
disease and support for care¬ 
givers. 

Although there is no cure 
for the disease, diagnosing 
it early can slow it down,

Perry Hartwick began 
KidSport Niagara because 
he believes no child should 
be left on the sidelines of 
the soccer field, the basket¬ 
ball court or the ice rink. 

KidSport is a national

Since Hartwick began a

Hartwick says the charity 
is growing fast—having 
helped 21 children in its 
first year, and 53 children in 


its second, Hartwick expects 
the organization will con¬ 
tinue to expand. 

"I would think it would 
be reasonable to say we’ll 
help close to 100 children 
this year.”
